According to a correspondent at the 
front further Turkish positions have 
been captured, but their location ha? 
Dot been indicated in accordance with 
the invariable Bulgarian plans nevei 
to reveal information to the enemy. 
There is another unconfirmed report 
that Monaatir hasbeen captured. This 
and the capture of Dibra, an im­ 
portant town in Albania, by the Ser 
vlans, after heavy fighting, constitute 
all the military news of Importance 
since Saturday. 
Some idea of the bloody nature o! 
this war may be formed from the 
fact that it now is estimated I.">0,000 
men have been put out, of action on 
both sides since the opening of hos­ 
tilities. The Turkish government clear­ 
ly has little hope of holding thy Tcha 
talja lines. 
There is no confirmation of the re­ 
port that the Turkish government has 
opened direct negotiations with the 
allies. 
Turkey’s immediate object ap­ 
pears to be to gain time, hoping for 
something from tho rivalries of the 
European powers. 
She is also mak­ 
ing urgent diplomatic efforts to pre­ 
vent the Bulgarian troops from enter­ 
ing Constantinople. 
In this connec­ 
tion there is an idea prevalent in 
Sofia that some im portant diplomatic 
action is afloat to this end. 
With regard to tho difficulty between 
Servia 
and 
Austria 
the 
Vienna 
Reichspost. in denying that any com­ 
mon action by the triple alliance in 
Belgrade is intended, says Austria has 
no egotistical plans regarding Albania, 
but is only anxious to preserve Alba­ 
n ia’s national and political freedom 
and in this object has the support of 
Germany and Italy. 
But, the paper 
adds, the more assurance by Servia 
that she would not fortify her harbor 
on the Adriatic would give little se­ 
curity and her passage through Al­ 
bania cannot be conceded.

—A grave 
internal crisis seems to be impending. 
On the one hand the position of the 
government is seriously compromised 
because the army repudiates tho me­ 
diation proposals. 
On the other hand 
the committee of union and progress 
is giving evidence of renewed activity. J 
while Turkish feeling, both national 
and religious, is being worked to fever i 
pitch by the preaching in the mosques 
and the impassioned language of the 
press. 
The most serious feature of the sit­ 
uation is the weakness of the govern­ 
m ent in having, first, to apply for 
mediation to secure an armistice, later 
requesting mediation pure and simple, 
and then being virtually obliged to 
yield to the army, which repudiated 
mediation. 


MAY TRY TO 
STOP ENTRY 


Six Great Powers of Europe Have 
Plan to Save Constantinople. 
Paris, Nov. ll.—The great powers.I 
—Great Britain, France and Russia— 
constituting tho triple entente, and 
Germany, Austria and Italy, the triple 
alliance, are believed to be at the 
point of reaching an agreem ent to pre­ 
vent tho Bulgarian army from occu­ 
pying Constantinople. 
Tho six gov­ 
ernm ents find themselves in accord 
on the principle and active exchanges 
are in progress as to the means to be 
taken to bring about this result. 
One suggestion is a collective pro­ 
visional occupation of Constantinople 
by the six powers, with the consent 
of Turkey, under the assumption that 
such action was necessary to protect 
the subjects of the respective nations 
and to maintain order. 


Washington, Nov. ll.—Jam es Bryce 
the British ambassador to the United 
Statos, has tendered his resignation 
and will return to England. 
There 
has been no official announcement of 
the resignation and the embassy will 
make no statement, but it was learned 
on high authority th at Mr. Bryce in 
formed President Taft of his action 
at the White House. 
It is understood that tho ambassa 
dor submitted to the president the 
name of 
the British governm ent’s 
choice for his successor and at the 
same time stated his own intention 
of returning home as soon as possible 
President Taft, it is said, requested 
that tho announcement be withheld 
until he could have an opportunity to 
discuss it with Secretary of State 
Knox. 
While tho news that Ambassador 
Bryce is to retire will be received 
with deep regret in official circles and 
by the country generally it is not 
wholly unexpected 
There has been 
no break in the harmonious relations 
of the distinguished Englishman and 
his government, but it has been an 
open secret for some time that Mr. 
Bryce, advancing in years, desired to 
surrender his post and give his entire 
attention to the completion of literary 
work which has occupied so large a 
part of his life. 


Wrote South American Book. 
His book on South America, w rit­ 
ten since his tour of that country two 
years ago, Is just off tho press and he 
is about to begin a work covering bls 
recent 
tour 
of Australia and 
New 
Zealand. 
Facing the British ambassador to 
the United States just now are sev­ 
eral great and troublesome problems 
and it is 
known 
that 
Mr. Bryce’s 
friends feared if ho continued in office 
TURKEY j at this time he would break down 
; his health and probably have to aban 
don his literary efforts. 
Among other 
things, tho Panama canal toll question 
promises to furnish a disagreeable and 
unsatisfactory diplomatic task, with 
little prospect of boing brought to a 
successful conclusion. 
Mr. Bryce’s 
appointment 
as 
tho 
British ambassador to Washington at­ 
tracted widespread attention at the 
time it was made. 
He then w'as a 
member of the British cabinet, serv­ 
ing as secretary for Irish affairs in 
the Liberal ministry of Sir Campbell- 
Bannerman. 
The Irish question was nearing its 
m ost critical stage and as head of the 
Irish office Mr. Bryce had much to 
do in shaping the preliminary work 
leading up to the home rule bill. 
If 
he had remained in the cabinet h< 
probably would have been the author 
of that measure which later brought 
on the constitutional struggle in Eng- J 
land and led to the limitation on the j 
rights of the house of peers in ob- * 
structing legislation from the com 
mons.

Washington, Nov. l l . —Signs of trou­ 
ble over the tariff and the advisabil­ 
ity of holding a special session of con­ 
gress lo pass revision measures al­ 
ready appear on the Democratic hori­ 
zon. 
Republican leaders in Washing­ 
ton believe that President Elect Wil­ 
son is strongly indisposed to call a 
special tariff session and they declare 
that this thought was in his mind 
when he isued a statem ent immedi­ 
ately following the election that was 
intended to reassure tho business of 
th® country. 
On the other hand. Representative 
Oscar W. Underwood of Alabama, the 
Democratic house leader, has gone on 
record publicly in favor of a special 
session of congress to revise the ta r­ 
iff “downward.”

Department of Justice Intends Making 


Strenuous Attempt to Complete All 


Anti Trust Prosecutions Cegun Un­ 


der Present Regime and Leave the 


Coast as Clear aa Possible for Presi­ 


dent Elect Wilson and H is Attorney 


General. 


Washington, Nov. l l . —The depart­ 
ment of justice Is making a strenu­ 
ous effort to posh ss close to conclu­ 
sion as pos*.bls all the pending anti­ 
trust prosecutions of the Taft admin­ 
istration for Persldest Elect Wilson 
and ills atterney general when they 
take the oath of office on March 4. 
The taking of testimony in most of 
the* snits will have bees completed, it 
Is believed, and the cases will be be­ 
fore the courts for decision before the 
Republican administration expires. 
While the issues have been joined in 
the two biggest pending cases—the 
suits against the steel and harvester 
trusts—it is not thought they will be 
ready for decision by March 4. 
The 
stool suit probably will extend into 
tho new administration, but officials 
foresee the end of the teetimony and 
argum ents in the harvester case by 
April or May. 
Several of the suits against retail 
lumbers dealers’ associations, regard­ 
ed as among tho moat im portant cases 
because they involve the extent of the 
rights of “middlemen" in commerce, 
will in all probability be ready for 
determination before President Taft 
retires. 
Among tho Important issues which 
likely will go over into the Wilson 
administration for final preparation 
for the courts are the cases against 
the National (’ash Register company, 
the “motion picture trust,” several al­ 
leged steamship "pools" and the Unit­ 
ed Shoe Machinery company. 
President Taft established a record 
in anti trust prosecutions, having in­ 
stituted a total of seventy-one cases, 
while the combined 
total anti-trust 
prosecutions of the administrations of 
Presidents Harrison, Cleveland, Mc­ 
Kinley anti Roosevelt, or since the 
passage of the Sherman law, was six­ 
ty-two. 
The president, it is understood, will 
allow no cessation in tho prosecution 
of his anti trust policy. 
A number of 
investigations now under way will bs 
completed. 
The most im portant pend­ 
ing inquiries are those to determine 
whether there has been any violation 
of the decree dissolving the Stand­ 
ard 
Oil 
company and whether 
the 
American 
Telephone and Telegraph 
company is a trust in violation of the 
Sherman law.

a time at Brussels and Tokio he was 
transferred 
to Washington 
in 
1893. 
He was charge d'affaires at Teheran 
In 1900 
and 
minister to 
Persia in 
1906-8.
